London, Feb. 14—It is semi-offlcially 


announced -today that instructions to 
raise the blockade o'f. Venezuelan ports 
have been telegraphed to the various 
sojiadron commanders. 
The messages 


may not be delivered today but it is 
expected that the blockade will be 


fully raised tomorrow or Monday.

"freely expressed in official circles that 
the Monroe Doctrine has emerged 


from 
Venezuela mess stronger than 


ever in its history. Premier Balfour's 
speech at Liverpool yesterday reiter- 
ates its acceptance by England, and to 
a large extent commits her allies, Ger- 
many and Italy, to the same opinion. 
The recent affair wa* unquestionably 
the most formidable concerted attack 
ever made on the doctrine and as a 
result Europe is turning its tail be 
tween its legs, badly beaten. The 
general opinion is that the Venezuelan 
pfiair has given the Monroe Doctrine 
a practical force in international law, 
vhich it never before 'had. 


PROTOCOLS SIGNED. 


Washington, Feb. 14—The protocols

col was signed at 11:20 o'clock and 
the Italian at 11:3O, the German at 
12:10 this morning.

Great Britain, Germany and Italy 


receive advance payments of $27,(Km 
each, Great Britain receiving her pay- 
ment on the signature of the protocol 
and Germany and Italy within 30 and 
60 days from date. Germany, in ad- 
dition, will receive five monthly pay- 
ments until the full amount (paid her 
in advance aggregates 5340,000. As a 
guaranty for the satisfaction, of their 
claims, JBowen pledges the allies a 
share with the other creditor nations 
in 30 per cent of the customs receipts 
of the two ports of La 
Guaira and 


Porto Cabello. 


This percentage" will be set aside 


beginning March 1, and retained in 
the Venezuelan 
treasury until The 


Hague shall decide wnether it shall

without preference, 


among the claimant nations or wheth- 
er the allied powers of Great Britain, 
Germany and Italy shall receive pre- 
ferential payments. 


Italy, by her protocol, gains immed- 


iate payment of her first-class claim? 
without further adjudication, as soon 
as the joint commission at Caracas 
shall have passed on the remainder of 
her claims. In round numbers the 
adjudicated Italian claims amount to 
§560,000, from which will be substract- 
ed the $27,000 to "be paid her 60 days 
from the signature of her first proto- 
col.

Despite the fact that 
the custom of sending valentines bears 
his name, the saint bad nothing what- 
ever to do with originating it.

Earing the cold weather there was
